the front, the region befween the 
Meuse and the Moselle, the Cham- 
pagne and Yserregion being particu- 
larly mentioned.

Wounded French 
Soldier 
Describes the Frightful 
Mine Warfare. 


Paris, March 1.—"W^e were in a front 
line trench on the slope of Coate du 
Pcrvre," said a wounded sapper, who 
has returned to a'hospital. 
"The cap- 
tain sent me forward to a small shelter 
in the open, where the electric contact 
had been placed -which led to a mine 
field. 
I crawled through it along a nar 
row tunnel without mishap. 


"Through a slit I looked out on the 
battlefield as through the opening in a 
theater curtain. 
1 saw the Germans 
after long waiting "march 
forward in 
good order. 
They thought from their 
observation that the bombardment had 
sufficiently 
devastated 
our trenches, 
but they were unable to see that our 
men had held firm and were 
making 
fresh trenches and using shell craters. 


"The Germans were 200 yards from 
my post when our rifles and machine 
giins opened fire. They were taken by 
surprise and crouched down. 
When the 
order was passed along their line to ad- 
vance^ they began to sing the 'Watch on 
the Rhine' and dashed forward. 


"My heart beat madly. 
They were 
over the mine at last. 
I touched the 
button. ' An infernal fountain seemed 
to shoot up, in the midst of the masn 
of mea in gray with a majestic whirl of 
smoke. 
I saw men go tip bodily as if 
from the crater of a volcano. 


"Tho attack was stopped.

back to my trench. 
I had barely 
emerged from the tunnel when J felt 
a burning sensation in my shoulder and 
fainted.

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The Utilities BoaTd's Work 


The declaration of Chaimian Thomas Duncan to the effect that 
the Indiana public utilities commission has saved to the people of 
Indiana fully half a million dollars annually through docreascs in 
rates which it has ordered in gas, water, electric current and other 
utilities will he noted with uncommon interest throughout the slate, 
for, in spots, the feeling toward the utilities commission idea lias been 
none too friendly. There has been no lack of people who cherished 
the belief that the whole idea was the creature of corporate interest, 
conceived and put through with the primary purpose of giving the 
people the worst of it. 


Chairman Duncaii's statement was made in the course of an ad- 
dress delivered before the Indianapolis Chamber of^Comuierce, and 
he is undoubtedly speaking with accurate figures for the substantia- 
tion of his ro)ii;nks. 
Mr. Duncan explained that lowered rates had 
been ordered in foriy-six cases which had been brought before the 
coniiiussion for investigation, and that in thirty-eight cases advances 
in rates h.-ul hvrn dcenicd fair and c(|uitable, and that they bad-been 
50 ordered. 'i'h<' ehairnifin took occasion to say that the commission 
was seeking to be governed in all its actions by a sense of exact jus- 
tice; that it will not permit the people to be robbed, but that on the 
other hand it did not purpose to waging a Avai-faro on capital that 
amounts to confiscation. It Avould be as prompt to order a higher 
rate where fairness demanded it as to lower the figures when rates 
charged or proposed imposed an unwarranted burden upon the peo- 
ple. 


We do not believe legitimate complaint can be lodged against the 
commission so long as this principle is adhered to. The fair-minded 
public will desire nothing more than the safeguarding of its rights. 
It does not desire to gouge any more than it desires to be gouged. It 
is perfectly willing that capital shall have a fair return on its legiti- 
mate investment, and is not unconscious or unappreciative of the im- 
portance of the service rendered bj^ the institutions which come un- 
der the jurisdiction of the public utilities commission in Inidana. 


In the light of the chairman's showing, the record of the Indiana 
public utilities commission thus far has been one which it can submit 
to the people in full confidence that it will win general approval.

152 left the passenger station, indical- 
iiig that tho tracks between Harrison 
and Van Buren streets were in use. 
t/iat Engineer J. E. Bottger and Pilot 
Dennis Murphy, in cliarge of engine Xo. 
132. as has bec-n the custom for some 
time, proceeded east several minutes be- 
fore tiic arrival of train Xo. 4 but 
failod to «^top at the proper point before 
approaching the switch to main track 
and

These results are permanent 
and will accumulate year by year,

iiot another reduction of rates is made 
by this commission for a single utility

Mr, Duncan said the expendittircd 01

$300,000. Printing bills, met by anoth- 
er department, have amminted to $75,- 
000. 


Referring to the sale of the General 
Service company and the Indiana Light- 
ing company to the Northern Indiana 
Gas and Electric company, Mr. Duncan 
said: 


"Fourteen towns and cities were in- 
terested in the operations of tho pur- 
chasing property, about twenty in the 
operations of the selling property. 


"There were perhaps 75,000 oonstroiers 
of the service of these corporations. Of 
t'lis vast mass of consumers of all po- 
litical faiths and of every degree of 
weaitli, noc a consumer made any pro- 
test except from the city of Lafrtyette, 
and of all the consumers in that city, 
but twenty raised one word of objection 
to this transaction.

against all forms of disease, but es- 
pecially against pneumonia. 
Thi^ has 
been proven l)v careful scientific tests. 
It Is a universally recognized clinical 
faot. 
This is one of the points -on 
which the laboratory men and the prac- 
ticing physicians are in full accord. 


If an ordinary man gets pneumoni.i 
chances arc three to one that he will 
got well. 
Whisky 
drinkers who get 
pneumonia do not have a Ihree to one 
chance for 1' .

ctiused 
numerous 
baseball 
writers to refer to him as tha "Cobb of 
tiie Federal league."

went out of existence Kauff was pur- 
chased by the New York Nationals. Al- 
thougli he has-; ha<3 differences over salary- 
with Manager McGraw. It is generally 
believed that Kauff will be in the New 
York llncfup rot only during tiie training 
season but ag a regular during the 1916 
campaign. 
Manager 
Jennings, of the 
Tigers, granted Cobb permission to report 
at the Waxaliachie, Tex., training camp 
this spring whenever he felt like it. It 
seems certain tliat Cobb will not do much 
spring training as lie iins said that such 
conditioning weakens 
him 
during the 
crucial autumn games I'ut some of Cobb's 
closest friend.s who live in Detroit assert 
that he will be in that Dallas series If he 
lias to walk from Georgia. 


Kauff has never played in Detroit, but 
numerous stcries have come to the Tiger 
camp concerning his ability. 
Former De- 
troit stars who were witii Federal league 
clubs last season have generally declaj'cd 
that Ka'uff la one of the greatest batters 
they havo ever seen. 
Tliey have not 
been inclined to class Kauff witli Cobb as 
a base runner, they have said that Cobb 
"prolMLbly" is a bit more dangerous at 
bat, because of his versatility, but they 
all seemingly have Ijeen ready to take 
Issue with any declaration that KaufT is 
not the greatest natural batsman in the 
game.

Chase thought Cobb 
would attempt his usual trick of turning 
third and then returning to third base. 
Chase after putting out tho runner com- 
ing to first, threw to third. 
Cobb out- 
guessed him and sprinted home. 


In^ a close game against Boston Cobb 


took a long lead off third base. 
Cobb 
deliberately stood on the base line until 
•the catcher started his throw. Then he 
turned and sprinted for third base but, 
being "accidentally" hit by 
the 
ball, 
scored—and the catcher was charged with 
an error. 
^ 


Walter Johnson is quite generally re- 
ferred to as the most effective pitcher In 
the American 
league, wlien the gamo 
depends upon a single play. An American 
league umpire delights in telling a story 
of a close game when Cobb faced John- 
son in one of the last innings. Detroit 
had the bases filled, two men were out. 
Cobb, It Is claimed, walked toward John- 
son and said: 


"Well, Walter, here's tho chance both 
of us havo been lopking for. Now wa 
can decide who has the most nerve." 


Johnson pitched. The lithe body of the 
Georgian hurled itself foi-ward. Tho ball 
flashed 
to the 
outfield. 
Three 
men 
scored, 


Cobb pulled up at third and noticing 
that .Johnson seemed 
rather 
downcast, 
•used his hands as a megaphone, and, ac- 
cording to the umpire, said: 


"Never mind, Walter, old boy. You 
pitched that ball so fast I never saw it.

Berlin., Feb. 15.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated 
Press).—The 
German 
iron trade is probably in a more nearly 
normal position than any other indus- 
try. 
The figures of production of ,)ig 
iron for 1915, just published, show tliat 
the monthly rate of production is noAv 
fully two-thirds of wliat it was in the 
months just preceding the outbreak oi 
hostilities. 
But as Qermany had been 
exporting about one-third of its iron 
production during the peace times, it 
is evident that home consumption has 
remained 
practically 
imchanged. 
The 
total output for 1915 reached 11,790, 
000 tons. 
This Avas 2,600,000 tons less 
than for 1914 and 7,600,000 less than 
for the record year 19li3, but it was 
only about 20 per cent, less than for 
the average of the five years previous 
to that. 
The monthly manufacture of 
steel, too, is only about 2.3 per cent, 
less than the average just before the 
Avar. 


The iron trade would make an even 
better showing but for the fact that 
its supply of skilled workmen cannot 
be 
kept 
up to 
requirements; 
it 
has 
been foiuw! necessary to take on infe- 
rior 
labor, including prisoners 
of war, 
from whatever source it could be ob- 
tained. 
Tliere also is a lack of freight 
cars for moving forward ores to 
the 
furnaces and for shipping away the fin- 
ished goods: and this is aggravated by 
a scarcity of hands also for loading and 
unloading the cars. 
The German fur- 
naces have otherwise not been embar- 
rassed by the lack of ores since the 
war began. 
Although somewhat more 
than one-third of their ores had been 
imported from abroad, the war has not 
materially diminished the arrivals from 
the two foreign countries which are the 
biggest ore-producers for German fur- 
naces. 
These are Sweden, which sup 
plied 
Germany 
with 
about 
4,500,000 
tons a year, and France, which sent 
nearly 4,000,000 tons in 1913. 
As the 
principal ore fields in France are in the 
territory occupied by the Germans, the 
supply of French ores has been for somt- 
months kept up to a satisfactory level. 
Extensive properties in the new 
and 
excellent ore field of Briey, just across 
the frontier from Metz, were .ilread;,' 
in possession of big German companies 
before the war began; and these have 
only 
had 
to 
continue 
working 
their 
own mines. 
Spain is the only important 
foreign 
country 
from which 
imports 
have been cut off. At home the high- 
grade mines around Siegen and those 
in the Lahn and Dill valleys are oper- 
ating at their full capacity, and their 
product is smelted as fast as the rail-

of Avild fowl are requested, to rojiort 
to the department of agrioultuie all 
cases of violations of the regulatiou.s, iu 
order that proper action may be taken. 


. The department of agriculture has no 
poAver to suspend the law or to pardon 
violations of the regulations. 
Doubt- 
less the erroneous impression, on Avhich^ 
the neAvspaper statements are baaed, 
has groAvn out of the pendency of liti- 
gation inA'olving the constitutionality 
of the Act of congress, approved- March 
4, 1913, under Avhich the regulation-i 
Avere promulgated. 
The loAver feilenil 
courts disagreed as to the validity of 
the statute and the issue 
Avas carricd 
to the I supreme court of the United 
States. 
The case Avas argued in the 
supreme court in October, 1915, but has 
not been decided. 
FolloAving the lowei 
court decisions, consress 
appropri.rtoJ 
money for the purpose of continuing, 
the enforcement of the laAv. The de- 
partment of asriculture is bound to re- 
port to the department of justice viola- 
tions of the regulation« if the supreme 
court should declare the laAV constitu- 
tional. 
All persons should, thoreforo, 
be Avarned of the danger they incur 
from failure to abide by the regulations.

OHIO MM HIS H HEW

Shallow Diversion Canals to 
Connect River Bends 
His Scheme. 


Washington, March 1.—^What is de- 
scribed as a new^ method of flood pre- 
vention to be accomplished by the con- 
struction of shallow, graduated, diver- 
sion canals to connect the bends in a 
river to allow a straight away flow of 
waters at flood time was explained to 
the house committee on flood control to- 
day by its inventor, John Bryan, of Yel- 
low Springs, Ohio. He is a second cousin 
of William Jennings Bryan. 
The com- 
mittee recently returned from an in- 
spection of the flood district in the Mis- 
sissippi 
river. 
Today's 
hearing 
was 
the first of a series on the subject. With 
the use of maps and models ]VIr. Bryan 
explained that his plans, while designed 
for any river, can be applied to the Mis- 
sissippi. 


Under Mr. Brj'an's plans, canals of ma- 
sonry would be constructed across pe- 
ninsulas at the bend of rivers. 
The in- 
take of the canal would be on the level 
with the normal surface water of the 
river and at flood time the waters would 
bo diverted from the slow, crooked, im- 
peding, 
natural 
river 
channel 
to 
a 
strai.ght, 
smooth-sided, 
level 
bottom 
channel which, he said, would carr}- the 
excess waters away nearly fifty times 
faster than the natural channel would. 
The natural crooked river channel would 
be maintained, hqy^ever. 
He explained 
that his method was devised under the 
theory that it is the accumulative water 
in a devious, uneven, constructed canal 
of a river that causes the flood. 


Mr. Bryan warned against plans for

dikes and reservoirs. 


"As a geologist, mechanic and engi- 
neer," he said, "I beg of you never to 
allow another dam to be built in the 
Ohio valley. 
They have been tried for 
thousands of years and are disastrous 
failures'. No dam in the world has been 
made that endures. A reservoir to catch 
and impound the so-called Dayton flood 
would have had to be as large as Lake 
Erie." 


"My canal would be level and clean," 
said Mr. Brj'an, "and if paved properly 
would make a boulevard eleven months 
of the vear."

TWO FAMILIES REUNITED 


New York, Feb. 29.—'IVhen William 
Hewson Baltzell of Wellesley, Mass., 
brought into this country an "antique" 
Pallas shrine, for which he had paid I 
$100,000 in Italy, he was fully satisfied ; 
that he had a genuine antiquity. 
The j 
United States Court of Customs Ap- 
peals held that the shrine was produced 
partly, by machinery within less than 
fifty years, and iu addition was treated 
witli applications tending to produce 
false appearance of antiquity, evidently 
siifficient to mislead the importer's ex- 
pert witnesses. 
Instead of being per- 
mitted to bring in this work of art free 
of duty, Baltzell will have to pay at 
the rate of 45 per cent, ad valorem 
The shrine was entered at Boston and 
the customs officials levied at the high 
rate. 


Assistant Attorney General 
Hanson 
said the court's ruling would affdct the 
tariff classification of a large class of 
future art importations. 
It was also 
generally believed in importing circles 
that this case may serve as a warning 
to prospective buyers of "antiquities."

The use of the covered pail is of 
great advantage in any stable in ex- 
cluding dirt and 
bacteria 
from 
the 
milk. 
The relative advantage gained 
by the use of the cover depends upon 
the sanitary condition of the stable. 


The special form of cover does not 
seem to be important provided It is a 
device practical for use and the area 
through which dirt can gain access to 
the milk is reduced as much as pos- 
sible. 


W h e t h e r or not a strainer on the 
covered pall is desirable depends upon 
the style of the straining device. 


The use of the strainer in a 
pail 
where the dirt which falls into 
the 
opening is likely to be driven through 
by the succeeding streams of milk fs 
not desirable. 
I t s use tends to 
In- 
crease the germ content of the milk 
and injure its keeping qvjality. 


In^pails wher-i the dirt which falls 
in does not remain 
where the 
suc- 
ceeding streams strike 
against 
it 
a 
strainer cloth aids in keeping 
down 
the number of bacteria which gain ac- 
cess to the milk. 


The use of absorbent cotton as a 
strainer in certain styles of pails is a 
decided advantage in preventing 
the 
entrance of bacteria into the milk. 


Provided breeding stock was healthy 
when secured, cleanliness in pens, 
fly 
ways and yards is the best 
preven- 
tative 
against 
canker 
and 
"going 
light," the most common diseases of 
pigeons. 
There is very little chance 
of making money from squabs unless 
through 
cleanliness 
pigeons can 
be 
kept comparatively free from disease» 
and Insect parasites. 


The 
stock 
should 
be 
carefully 
watched and any sick birds removed 
from the breeding pens. 
The house 
should be kept dry. clean, well venti- 
lated, 
and 
free 
from 
drafts. 
The 
yards should be kept clean either by 
scraping the surface and adding fresh 
; sand or gravel or by cultivating the 
I land and planting it to grain if pos- 
sible. 
Only good, sound grain should 
be fed. 


The 
nests, 
nest 
boxes 
and 
pens 
should be kept clean, but it is not ad- 
visable to disturb the ne-sts which con- 
tain eggs or squabs any more than is 
actually necessary. 
The pens should 
be 
sprayed 
frerjiicntly 
with

wash containing a iittJe crude carbolic 
acid, or with a coal-tar disinfectant, 
and the nest boxes and perches should 
be examined for mites, esprcialiy in 
hot weather, and

The advantages of the incubator as 
a seed tester are numerous. 
Th»^ most 
important of all is the fact that with 
an incubator almost ideal conditions 
can be maintained at any time in the 
winter. With a small incubator, there- 
fore, a farmer may. 
in the 
winter 
months, test practically all of his seed 
and know just what he is going to put 
into the ground in the spring. 
If he 
has more than a sufflcient supply of 
seed for himself he is able to put upon 
the 
neighborhood 
market 
seed 
of 
known value. 


Tt has been susrgested that in com- 
munities where there are no iu'-uba- 
tnrs 
farmers- cUibs might 
imite 
m 
the purchase of an in-ubator to be 
used largely for seed testing. 


ARE YOUR TREES PROTECTED FROM RABBITS? 


(Rabbits are very particular 
as to 
I . wihat they eat, and feed only on ve.^r- 
l-f etable matter. 
They prefer the more 
succulent kinds, 
such 
as vegetablf»?, 
ciover, alfalfa and fallen fruit. 
Wh^n 
none of these foods are available, they 
oiten eat the bark of trees, especially 
when snow covers other food. 


¡it is very easy to prevent rabbit.'? 
f r o m Injuring tree.s, and all cases of 
d a m a g e are due to neglect rather than 
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for 
the 
children 
and 
also 
provides 
meat for the table. 


There are two general ways of pois- 
oning rabbits. 
(1) 
By placing pois- 
oned 
water in their runs, 
especially 
during dry weather. 
(2) By placing 
' poisoned food where they can get it. 
The following, which 
was 
originally 
1 recommended by the Ohio Station, has 
¡given satisfaction: 
One part sulphate 
! of strychnine, 
one-third 
part 
borax, 
i one part white soap, ten parts water. 


A Good Rabbit Trap Which Explains Itself. 


to a lack of efficient remedies. 
Your 
premises 
should 
not 
afford 
hiding 
placés for rabbits such as brush piles. 
This is not m e a n t to include 
green 
coyer 
crops 
in 
the 
orchard. 
An 
orchard \vlth a cover crop above the 
snow is seldom if ever injured. 


Traps are very effective in catchinR 
rabbits. 
The more traps you have the 
better. 
This is not so economical 
a 
method 
as 
poisoning 
for 
protecting 
the .trees, but it furnishes amu.sement 


Shake well and apply to tender twigs 
with a brush or by dipping and dis- 
tribute the poisoned twigs around the 
trees. 


There have been a number of washes 
and 
paints of various kinds 
recom- 
mended 
as 
being 
effective 
against 
rabbits. 
The disadvantage 
of 
these 
washes is that heavy rains wash them 
off and make it necessar>' to 
repeat! 
the application. 
It is not difficult to, 
find or devi.se preparations which will 
keep rabbits away. 
Rabbits are very 


particular about fhelr food, and any 
taint on the tree will keep them 
from 
injuring it. 
The following has been 
recommended 
by 
the 
Oklahoma 
Station and found very satisfactory: 
"Water, 
one 
gallon: 
one 
pound 
of 
soap; two to four ounces of carbolic 
acid." 
Some 
prefer to add 
enough 
vermilion red to give the mixture a 
good pink color and the 
consistency 
of 
cream. 
This is painted 
on 
the 
trunk of the trees with a brush 
or 
swab of rags tied to a stick. 


Another wash, which has given sat- 
isfaction, Is made by slacking one peck 
of fresh stone lime with soap auds. 
Thin to the consistency of whitewash, 
add one-half gallon of crude carbolic! 
acid, four pounds sulphur 
and 
one 
gallon of soft soap. 
Paint the trees 
with this mixture. 


The U. S. Dept. of Agriculture re- 
commends the llme-sulphur wash as 
giving satisfactory results. 
This wash 
consists 
of: 
Unslaked 
lime, 
twenty 
pounds; 
flowera 
of 
sulphur, 
fifteen 
pounds; water, fifty gallons. The lime, 
sulphur and one-third of the water 
are boiled together for one hour, and 
then the rest of the water la added. 
By adding salt the wash will atlck 
better. 


The 
Arkansas Experiment 
Station 
has found that painting the t r u n k s of 
the trees with white lead and linseed 
oil 
gave 
very 
satisfactory 
results. 
Mixed 
paints 
should 
not be 
substi- 
tuted as they may contain oils which 
would injure the trees. 
One advan- 
tage of this mixture Is that one appli- 
cation 
is 
sufficient 
for 
the 
entire 
season. 


Just About Mules 


The great superiority of the mule 
consists In his greater endurance of 
heat and severe labor, and ability to 
subsist on less food. 
He Is without 
doubt the most economical 
machine 
for the production of power. 


The mule is easilj' broken, as «11 
farmers who have handled them will 
testify, but it is a good thing to get 
them 
used 
to being handled 
before 
they get too old; then they are ready 
for the regular work when you need 
them. 


Mules are ready for work 
younger 
than horses. 
They are able to endure 
as much at two years aa a colt will at 
three or four.

T H E BARN IN W I N T E R . 


;l»ucky are the farmers who

The ventilating of barns is not ex- 
pensive or difficult. 
A very little study 
of the principles involved will show 
one just what conditions are necessary. 
Brieily these conditions are, good warm 
construction; 
tight 
windows, 
prefer- 
ably of double glass; tight-flttlngaoors; 
suitable intakes provided for letting In 
fresh air, and then one or more warm- 
ly constructed, properly located flues 
exfcnding f r o m near the 
floor 
to a 
point above the highest part of 
the 
roof. 
With these conditions, the heat 
from the animals w a r m s up the air in 
the ilue and this creates a circulation. 
Just as starting a fire In stpve does, 
and in this way the foul and damp air 
is taken out and fresh, dry air ad- 
mitted.

Tt Is not the ea.siest thing In the 
world to so feed young chickens as to 
bring them to an early and 
perfect 
maturity and then to continue feeding 
them to produce eggs and meat in the 
greatest quantities. 
Too many people 
let 
the 
chicken.«» 
feed 
themselves. 
Others 
seem 
to 
think 
that 
a 
few 
bandfulls of corn 
thrown 
out 
night 
and morning Is sufficient. 
Unless con- 
fined In pens where they cannot get 
at 
their 
natural 
food chickens 
will 
manage to survive on indifferent feed- 
ing for a long time, but If they are to 
be brought to a full state of perfec- 
tion and If they are to be n^ade to 
produce all the eggs possible and tip 
the 
beam 
at 
market 
time 
at 
the 
highest notch, a careful study of feed- 
ing Is necessary. 


The natural food of fowls is meat, 
seeds and grain. 
The meat they find 
In bugs and worms and the dry feed 
In the seeds of grass and grain of the 
range. 
If 
allowed 
free range 
and 
given access to this in sufficient quan- 
tities fowls will 
balance 
their 
own 
rations and perhaps get as good re- 
sults as If fed by hand. 
If they are 
confined the lack of meat 
must 
be 
supplied: but It must be understood ' 
that animal matter in the shape of 
meat meal, meat scraps or cut bone 
Is dangerous unless It 1B fed In con- 
junction with other food. 


It is extremely dangerous to give 
fowls too much of any concentrated 
food as it only renders them ravenous 
and unsatlsfied^and in the end results 
in disease and death. 
Food must be 
nutritious and to balance the bulk, dry 
matter and animal matter must be of 
proper 
proportion 
to f o r m just 
the 
right combination to produce 
health 
and the best conditions for laying and 
producing meat. 


As to the quantity to be fed there 
can be no fixed rule. 
The safe way 
Is to feed liberally—all that the 
flock 
will eat up clean. 
It Is never safe to 


cut down the rations of growing birds 
until some feed is left over every day. 


Of course too much feed of the fat- 
tening quality is not good for laying 
hens 
because 
they 
do not 
lay 
best 
when overfed, but this does not mean 
that they should be starved. 
A well- 
balanced ration consisting in the main 
of corn, wheat and animal matter will 
keep a hen in fine laying condition. 
We do not believe that a very lean hen 
is the best laj-er. 


To persons who are obliged to buy 
all the feed for their flocks the que-s- 
tlon is one of great importance 
and 
many people who have raised poultry 
for years without keeping account nf 
expenses, and then turned to a sen- 
sible system of accounts, have 
been

more to keep their 
flocks 
than thej' 
received from them. 
However, people 
are learning how to manage

g h u m s they will consume, so that little 
grain Is necessary. 
Idleness also per. 
mlts of a more thorough mastication 
of the feed, thus Insuring proper di- 
gestion. 


All things considered. It pays better 
to grind feed for the dairy cows than 
for any other class of stock. 


Ounces of grease save dollars In 
repairs. 


BEST PLACE FOR SILO. 


Silos should be located close to the 
animals to be fed from them, accord- 
ing to the Oregon Agricultural College 
plans. 
They should not be Inside the 
barn since they take up a good deal 
of room and may give off offensive 
odors that will taint the milk. 
They 
would 
also 
be 
inconvenient 
to 
fill, 
and silos should be where they may 
most readily be 
filled. 
It 
requires 
about a quarter of a ton of ensilage 
dally to feed twelve cows each forty 
pounds a day, «0 that the silage should 
not have to be moved any further than 
is necessary. 


HOW FOODS AFFECT EGGS. 


Whole corn is a good feed for sitting 
h«ns. 
Water, grit and dust baths 
•hould atM> be provided. 


Careful 
experiments 
indicate 
th*-* 
th'e foods eaten by hens may affect 
egg quality. 
For example, green foods 
and yellow corn seem to cause a deep 
color in the yolk, while the use of 
white corn, wheat, and buckwheat re- 
jiults In pale yolks. 
Birds on 
free 
range lay eggs that have more color 
than 
those 
from hens 
kept 
yarded 
without exercise. 
Excessive amounts 
of green food are thought to produce 
eggs of marked odor and fiavor; onions 
and cabbage having a direct influence 
In this respect.

evidencfi that the country does not sup- 
port the president in his stand for the 
observance of the laws of nations and 
humanity, his negotiations with (icr- 
many are embarrassed and, in fact, can- 
not be continued. 


^Confident that they can heat all »nti- 


•ammistration. resolutions by a heavy 
vote, the president and the leader's 
framed plans to bring them out first on 
the floor of'tlie house where thcy-plan to 
eefeat them. 


'-; . Conference Agrees. 


The conference agreed that in defer- 


ence -to the' .wishes of President Wil- 
•on a-vote would be. taken in the near 
future' in both senate-and hojise on reso- 
lutions warning Americans^ to' Keep oft 
the armed, ships but the form in whj'cli 
the resolutions will -bo presented will be 
determined later. 
Immediately 
after 


the conference Chairman Flood went to 
the capitol and called liis committee to- 
gether to frame a resolution. 


The president, made it clear (hat he 


did not want a vote on a resolution ex- 
pressing support of his, conduct of Un- 
diplomatic controversy and as a result 
of his position the vote will he taken 
on a resolution warning Americans off 
armed ships. 'Administration forces are 
sure they can beat it. 
The president 


also discussed the question with Act- 
ing Chairman Pou. of the. rules com- 
mittee. 
The president asked that as 


noon as the house foreign affairs com- 
mittee had prepared the resolution the 
rules committee bring iu a role for dis- 
cussion and a vote on the floor. 


Vote Today Unlikely.

ountry which can, I believe, ho handled 
inder the rules of the house, only bj 
iat committee. 
"The report that there arc divide 
ounsuls in congress iu regard to the foi 
ign policy of the government is bcin 


made industrious use of in foreign cap 
als. I believe- that report to bo false, 
ut so long as it is anywhere credited 
t cannot fail to do the greatest harm 
nd expose the country to the most seri- 
ns risks. I therefore feel justified in 
isking that your committee will permit 
me to urge an early voto upon the rcso- 
utions with regard to travel on armed 
ncrchiintmen which have recently been 
o much talked about, in order that there 
nay bo afforded an immediate opportu- 
lity for full public discussion and action 
upon them and that all doubts and con- 
ccturcs may be swept away and our 
oreign relations oncn more cleared of 
damaging misunderstandings. 


"The matter is of so grave importance 


and lies so clearly vritliin the field of 
executive initiative that I venture to 
lope that your committee will not think 
;hat I am taking unwarranted liberty 
.n making this suggestion as to the 
Dusiness of the house and I very ear- 
nestly commend it to their immediate 
consideration

It would be as prompt to order a higher 
rate where fairness demanded it as to lower the figures when rates 
charged or proposed imposed an unwarranted burden upon the peo- 
ple.

"We do not believe legitimate complaint can be lodged against the 


commission so long as this principle is adhered to. The fair-minded 
public will desire nothing more than the safeguarding of its rights. 
It does not desire to gouge any more than it desires to be gouged. It 
is perfectly willing that capital shall have a fair return on its legiti- 
mate investment, and is not unconscious or unappreciative of the im- 
portance of the service rendered by the institutions which come un- 
der the jurisdiction of the public utilities commission in Inidana. 


In the light of the chairman's showing, the record of the Indiana 


public utilities commission thus far has been one which it can submit 
to the people in full confidence that it will win general approval.

Shows Less Shock 
from 


War Than Any Other 


Industry. 


Berlin. Feb. 10.—(Correapondenc-^ 
of

Press).—The '.Ijrman 


iron tradt- is probably in a more nearly 
normal position than any other indus- 
try. 
The figures of production of ,ii^ 


iron for 1H15, just published, show that 
the monthlv rat« of production is imw 
fully two-thirds of what it was in the 
months just preceding the outbreak 01 
hostilities. 
But as Germany had been 


exporting about one-third of its iron 
production during the peace times, ii 
is evident that home consumption has 
remained practically unchanged. 
The 


total output for 191;" reached 11,790, 
000 tons. This was 2,600.000 tons less 
than for 1914 and 7,500,000 le<s than 
for the record year 1913, but it was 
only about 20 per cent, less than, for 
the average of the five years previous 
to that. The monthly manufacture of 
steel, too, is only about 23 per cent, 
less than the average just before the 
war. 


The iron trade would make an even 


better showing but for tho fact that 
its supply of skilled workmen cannot 
be kept \to' to requirements; it has 
been fouad necessary to take, on infe- 
rior labor, including prisoners of war, 
from whatever source it could be ob- 
tained. There also is a lack of freight 
cars for moving forward ores (o the 
furnaces and for shipping away the fin- 
ished goods: and this is aggravated by 
a scarcity of hands also for loading and 
unloading the cars. 
The German fur- 


naces have otherwise not been embar- 
rassed by the lack of ores since the 
war began. 
Although somewhat more 


than one-third of their ores had been 
imported from abroad, the war has not 
materially diminished the arrivals from 
the two foreign countries which are the 
biggest ore-producers for German fur- 
naces. 
These are Sweden, which cup 


plied 
Germany with about 4,500.000 


tons a year, and France, which sent 
nearly 4,000,000 tons in 1913. 
As the 


principal ore fields in France are in the 
territory occupied by the Germans, the 
supply of French ores has been for some 
months kept up to a satisfactory level. 
Extensive properties in the new and 
excellent ore field of Briey, just acmr.3 
the frontier from Metz, were .ilreadr 
in possession of big German companies 
before the war began: and these have 
only had to continue working their 
own mines. Spain is the only impivtaT'.t 
foreign 
country from which imports 


have been cut off. At home the high- 
grade mines around Siejren and those 
in the Lahn and Dill valleys are oper- 
ating fit their full capacity, and their 
oroduct is smelted as fast as the rail-

DEAL SQUARELY 


IBarr Gives His Views on Handling 
; 
Freight Claims. 


' 
On« of tho most vital questions today 


'!s that of tho proper handling of freight 
claims, said II. H. Barr, chairman of 
tha Florida railroad commission, in an 
address on "Fair Dealings With Freight 
Claims." "It ia vital to (he claimant 
•because his money is involved, and to 
the carrier becauao it affects tho atti- 
tude of the shipping public towards 
him. It seoras to mo that the. question i 
could bo best poked by nn attitudo of 
frankness and fairness on the part of 
both tha shipper and tho carrier. 
Tlie 


shipper should only strive to collect tho 
actual amount of this loss, and thw car- 
rier should bo willing to promptly pot- 
tle all the. claims mad" on ix fair basis. 
"I would suggest tho following rule.i 


to bo observed by shippers in making 
claims for loss, damage, or overcharge: 


"1. Make your claims promptly. 
"2. Make your claims on basis of tho 


actual loss, and do not try to incluJo 
in ono claim damages that wcro sus- 
tained on fotne other shipment. 


"3. When you have, made a claim on 


this busis, let tha carrier -understand 
that you e.xpcct and will insist that it 
be settled as first presented."

FLOOD COp PLAN 


Shallow Diversion Canals to 


Connect River Bends 


His Scheme. 


THE ROAD TO VERDUN! 


Washington, Mirch 1.—What is de- 


scribed as a new method of flood pre- 
vention to be accomplished by the con- 
struction of ehallvw, graduated, diver- 
sion canals to connect the bends in a 
river to allow a straight a\vav nVw of 
waters at tiouJ time was explained to 
the house committee on llood control to- 
day by its inventor, John liryaii, « Yel- 
low Springs, Ohio. He is a second cousin 
of William Jennings Bryan. The com- 
mittee recently returned from an in- 
spection of the- flood district in the Mis- 
sissippi river. Today's hearing was 
the tiret of a. series on the subject. With 
the use of maps and models -\lr. Hryau 
explained that his plans, while designed 
for any river, can be applied to the Mis- 
sissippi. 


Under Mr. Bryan's plans, canals of ma- 


Bonry would be constructed across pe- 
ninsula? at the bend of rivers. The in- 
take of the canal would be ->n the level 
with the normal surface water of the 
liver and at flood time the waters would 
>e diverted from the slow, crooked, im- 
:>eding, natural 
river 
eliannel to 
a 


straight, 
smooth-sided, 
level 
bottom 


cbr.nnel which, he Raid, would rarrv the 
excess waters away nearly fifty times 
faster than the natural channel would. 
The natural crooked river channel would 


maintained, however. 
He explained 


that his method was devised under the 
theory that it is tho accumulative water 
in a devious, uneven, constructed canal 
of a river that causes the flood. 


Mr. Bryan warned against plans for 


flood protection that embraced dams, 
dikes and reservoirs. 


"As a geologist, mechanic and enjri- 


ne.er," he said, "I bejf of you never to 
allow another dam to be built in the 
Ohio valley. They have been tried for 
thousands of years and are disastrous 
failures. No dam in the world has been 
made that endures. A reservoir to catch 
and impound the so-called Dayton flood 
would have had to bo as large, as Lake 
Erie." 


"My canal -would be level and clean," 


said Mr. Bryan, "and if paved properly 
would make a boulevard eleven months 
of the year."

The use of the covered pail is of

'he sanitary condition of the stable. 


The spe.cial form of cover dnes not 


spem to be important provided It is a 
device practical for use and the area 
through which dirt can gain access to 
the milk is reduced as much as pos- 
sible. 


Whether or not. a strainer on the 


covered pail is desirable depends upon 
the, style of the straining device. 


The use of the strainer In a pail 


where, the dirt which falls Into the 
opening Is likely to be driven through 
by the succeeding streams of milk Is 
not desirable. 
Its use tends to in- 


crease thp germ content of the milk 
and injure Its keeping finality. 


In palls wherj the dirt which falls 


ip does not remain whpre the suc- 
ceeding streams strike against It. a 
strainer cloth aids in keeping down 
the number of bacteria which gain ac 
cess to the mllk. 


The use of absorbent cotton as n
